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Pricing Moratorium Bill 


Following the U. S8. Supreme Court 
decision ing the Federal Trade 
Commission order against the inde- 
pendent use of delivered price selling, 
the Senate Committee on the Judiciary 
voted on April 26 to report S. 1008, 
which would provide a moratorium 
until July, 1950, against enforcement 
of such FTC orders. 

The Supreme Court on April 26 an- 
nounced a 4-4 tie vote which had the 
effect of affirming a FTC order bar- 
ring the independent use of delivered 
price selling and the absorption by 
individual companies of freight, and 
requiring each individual seller to use 
only f.o.b. selling, even in the absence 
of conspiracy. The U. S. Court of 
Appeals for the Seventh Circuit pre- 
viously had affirmed the FTC order in 
what has become known as the Rigid 
Steel Conduit case. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee 
approved S. 1008 by a vote of 7-2. 
This measure would provide a mora- 
torium until July 1, 1950, against Gov- 
ernment proceedings to apply the FTC 
interpretations (see 3 
Letter of April 2, page 153). A com- 
panion bill, H. R. 2222, was approved 
1 the House Judiciary Committee in 


Labor Legislation 

The House this week began debate 
on H. R. 2082, the Lesinski bill to re- 
peal the Taft-Hartley Act and create 
a new labor-management relations 
statute. The Wood bill, H. R. 4290, 
which is reported to have the support 
of a Republican-Southern Democrat 
coalition, has been offered as a substi- 
tute. 

The Lesinski wage-hour bill, H. R. 
3190, is in the hands of the House 
Rules Committee, which has not held 
any hearings on Chairman Lesinski’s 
request for a rule permitting House 
consideration of that bill. The Lucas 
bill, H. R. 4272, also a coalition meas- 
ure, will be offered as a substitute. 

The Pepper subcommittee of the 
Senate Committee on Labor and Pub- 
lic Welfare, which concluded public 
hearings April 23 on S. 248 and S. 653, 
has scheduled no executive hearings on 
wage-hour proposals as yet.

Social Security Bill 


Public hearings on the Doughton 
bill, H. R. 2898, to extend the present 
Federal social security system, were 
concluded April 27 by the House Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, which has 
decided not to consider the measure in 
executive session before May 5. 

In addition to extending social se- 
curity coverage to several classes of 
employees not now covered, H. R. 2893 
would increase contributions to the 
social security fund from both em- 
ployers and employees to 1% percent 
after June 30, 1949, and to 2 percent 
after December 31, 1949.

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Of Food and Drug Export Bill 


Association H. Thomas 
Austern, told a subcommittee of the 
House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce on April 28 that 
there is no known reason for amend- 
ing the Federal Food, Drug and Cos- 
metic Act with respect to exports of 
canned foods and that the Van Zandt 
bill, H. R. 562, should be redrafted so 
as not to apply to canned foods. 


Section 801(d) of the Act provides 
that articles for export shall not be 
deemed to be adulterated or mis- 
branded if the article complies with 
the specifications of the foreign pur- 
chaser, is not in conflict with the laws 
of the country to which it is being ex- 
ported, and is labeled on the outside 
of the — 3 package to show that 
it is inten or export. 


H. R. 562 would amend this provi- 
sion to allow the article to be labeled 
in the language of the country to 
which the article is intended for ex- 
port. The bill further provides that 
where the article does not comply with 
standards or requirements under the 
Act but does comply with foreign re- 
quirements, the exporter must obtain 
an authenticated copy of the foreign 
statute on which he relies to prevent 
the article from being seized as being 
adulterated or misbranded. 


Mr. Austern stated that the pri- 
mary purpose of the Federal Food, 
Drug and Cosmetic Act is to regulate 
domestic sales and the aesthetic and 
economic standards applied in this 
country are far above those used in 
almost all other areas of the world.” 
He asserted that it should be possible 
to export canned foods which do not 
meet U. S. standards of identity to 
countries where the same “consumer 
understanding” would not exist. He 
also pointed out: 


1. That the proposal that the goods 
must have been “produced for export” 
would serve to limit exports of canned 
foods because canners seldom consider 
export possibilities unless market con- 
ditions afford an opportunity for their 
sale abroad or if through inadvertence 
some part of the pack does not comply 
with domestic rules and regulations;

STATISTICS 


BAE Reports Intended Acreage 
Of Four Processing Crops 


The Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics has issued reports covering 
processors’ acreage intentions for 
beets, cucumbers, pimientos, and to- 
matoes. 

The BAE noted that these plans 
may be modified before plantings are 
actually made, and should not be con- 
sidered as estimates of the acreage 
planted for 1949. They are, rather, a 
measure of the acreage which canners 
now have in mind to contract and grow 
this year. 

Beets 


Beet canners intend to plant 16,500 
acres, which is 30 percent greater than 
intentions announced a year ago of 
12,700 acres, and is 19 percent more 
than the 13,870 acres planted in 1948. 

Loss of beet acreage during the past 
10 years has averaged about 7 percent 
annually. On this basis, BAE said, if 
the 16,500 acres is actually planted, 
about 15,300 acres will be harvested, 
as compared with 13,210 acres har- 
vested in 1948, and an average of 
14,810 acres during the 10 years 
1938-1947.
